Acute  Teacher  Shortage 
May  Develop  in  Future 

John  W.  Studebaker,  Commission¬ 
er  of  Education,  in  reviewing  a  re¬ 
cent  report  made  by  the  Citizens 
Committee  on  Education,  has  the 
following  to  say: 

",  .  .  while  teachers’  salaries  have 
gone  up  13  percent  on  the  average' 
during  the  past  year,  the  increase 
has  been  completely  offset  by  the 
rise  in  the  cost  of  living.  The  increase 
is  encouraging  as  an  indication  of 
awakening  public  interest,  but  in 
terms  of  buying  power  teachers  gen¬ 
erally  have  made  no  real  gain. 

“It  wpuld  be  premature  to  regard 
the  teacher  shortage  as  a  thing  of 
the  past.  The  situation  is  somewhat 
easier  this  year.  The  drift  of  teach¬ 
ers  to  other  fields  has  been  slowed 
and  there  are  some  Indications  of 
an  upturn  in  the  number  of  young 
people  preparing  to  be  teachers. 

“But  the  report  points  out  that 
there  are  still  about  100,000  teachers 
in  the  schools  who  do  not  meet  pro¬ 
fessional  certification  requirements. 
The  number  of  children  in  the  5-17' 
age  group  will  increase  by  6,000,000 
during  the  next  6  years.  Unless  con¬ 
ditions  improve  to  the  point  where 
teaching  attracts  and  holds  a  far 
larger  number  of  people  than  it  does 
at  present,  the  teacher  shortage 
could  actually  become  more  acute  in 
the  years  ahead." 


New  College  Symphonet

Less  Parental  Guidance  „ 

,  Puts  Load  on  Teachers 


"Teachers  must  enter  into  the  new 
student-centered  educational  pro¬ 
gram  if  we  are  to  strengthen  Amer¬ 
ica’s  children,”  said  Mrs.  Paul  Whit¬ 
ney  of  New  York  when  sh.e  spoke  in 
assembly  at  ten  o’clock,  Tuesday 
morning. 

‘'Only  sixty  per  cent  of  the  children 
entering  grade  school  finish  high 
school, ”  stated  Mrs.  Whitney,  mother 
and  teacher. 

■Many  of  our  present  day  problems 
arise  because  of  the  time-saving  in¬ 
ventions  with  which  we  have  not 
kept  pace.  With  sixteen  and  one-half 
million  women  working,  children 
have  less  parental  guidance.  Schools 
must  d6  more  for  children. 

In  stressing  the  importance  of  re¬ 
ligious  training  in  school  it  was  em¬ 
phasized  toy  the  former  student 
counselor  that  fifty  per  cent  of  to¬ 
day’s  children  have  not  seen  the  in¬ 
side  of  a  church.  We  must  also 
teaoh  preparation  for  family  living 
as  one  and  ope-half  million  school 
children  are  from  homes  of  divorced 
parents,  according  to  the  speaker. 

“No  student  should  leave  school 
until  he  has  acquired  a  way  of  earn¬ 
ing  a  living,"  she  said.  America  can 
and  will  be  strengthened  toy  a 
stronger  educational  program.

President  J.  W.  Jones 

Is  Injured  in  Accident 


Dr.  ,1.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  was  injured  Saturday  night 
when  a  car  driven  by  a  Maryville 
high  school  junior  crashed  into  the 
right  side  of  Mr.  Jones's  car,  at  the 
intersection  of  West  Fifth  and  Wal¬ 
nut  streets.  The  force  of  the  impact  j 
drove  the  Jones’s  automobile  into 
an  electric  light  pole  at  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  the  intersection, 
snapping  it  off  a  few  feet  above  the 
ground  and  breaking  the  electric 
circuit  at  the  intersection. 

Dr.  Jones  was  removed  immed¬ 
iately  to  the  St.  Francis  hospital 
where  an  examination  showed  that 
three  ribs  on  his  right  side  were 
broken,  his  forehead  badly  swollen, 
And  his  right  eye  blackened. 

The  accident  occurred  shortly 
after  11  o’clock  when  Dr.  Jones  was 
driving  north  on  Walnut  en  route  to 
the  Wabash  station  to  post  a  letter 
on  the  midnight  train  to  Mrs.  Jones 
who  has  been  in  Bloomington, 
Indiana,  with  her  mother  who  is  ill. 

Neither  the  Maryville  high  school 
boy  nor  his  companion,  a  young  girl 
from  a  neighboring  town,  was  in¬ 
jured. 

Both  cars  were  damaged  extensive¬ 
ly. 

Dr.  Jones  is  still  in  the  St.  Fran¬ 
cis  hospital.

Pierre  Sotteau  Visits  Chicago 


When  I  go  back  to  Europe  I 
shull  remember  my  1947  Thanks¬ 
giving  vacation  not  only  because  I 
shall  be  working  on  that  day— 
there  is  no  Thanksgiving  day  in 
France— but  because  during  my 
stay  in  the  United  States  I  shall 
have  experienced  a  real  Thanks¬ 
giving  day  with  turkey  served  in 
a  warm  and  hospital  house  in 
River  Grove,  near  Chicago.  And 
of  course,  there  is  Chicago— a  large 
city  in  which  I  am  sure  I  should 
have  lost  myself  without  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  my  host  and  guide,  Bill 
Schettle,  who  made  this  wonderful 
trip  possible.  Chicago  was  prepar¬ 
ing  for  Christmas  and  with  all  the 
lights,  lamp-post  decorations,  and 
attractive  shop  windows,  the 
streets  of  the  Loop  had  by  night  a 
fairyland  aspect.  One  needs  a 
proper  distance  to  realize  the 
greatness  of  Chicago.  This  distance 
I  found  by  looking  at  the  blurred 
outline  of  the  Loop  skyscrapers 
from  Outer  Drive  and. the  Plane¬ 
tarium,  Unfortunately,  in  Decem¬ 


ber  one  feels  there  the  .wicked 
northwestern  wind.  ‘ 

Michigan  Avenue  seems  to  be 
the  Intellectual  artery  of  Chicago. 
It  is  also  the  most  beautiful  ave¬ 
nue,  One  finds  there  the  Concert 
Hall,  from  the  sixth  floor  of  which 
we  listened  to  the  brilliant  Chi¬ 
cago  Symphony  Orchestra,  and 
Art  Institute,  The  Chicago  Art 
Institute  possesses  collections  of 
an  inestimable  value.  Its  reputa¬ 
tion  is  well  justified.  The  collec¬ 
tion  of  French  paintings  of  the 
XIX  century  is  very  rich,  and  I 
am  glad  to  have  had  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  see  the  masterpieces  of 
Corot,  'Monet,  Manet,  Renlor,  De¬ 
gas,  and  the  great  masters. 

W°  also  paid  a  visit  to  the  Nat¬ 
ural  History  Museum.  I  was  there 
especially  attracted  by  the  scenes, 
the  purpose  of  which  is  to  place 
the  animals  in  their  natural  en¬ 
vironments.  I  should  not  have 
been  surprised  to  see  the  animals 
move  suddenly,  and  I  was  under 
the  impression  that  I  was  hunting 


lions  in  Africa  or  the  deer  in  the 
Rockies.

Army  Air  Force  Desires 
College  Bred  Young 
Men  for  Service. 

Pilot  training  and  non-rated  of¬ 
ficer  candidate  opportunities  now 
being  offered  to  civilians  by  the 
United  States  Air  Force  will  be 
described  by  USAF  officers  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  at  Maryville  on 
December  18.  Major  Stevenson 
wfll  be  at  the  College  from  one  to 
four  o’clock.  g 

Traveling  Air  Force  teams  arc 
vivsitlng  major  colleges  and  unir 
versities  throughout  the  United 
States  to  ( acquaint  young  men  in¬ 
terested  in  aviation  with  the  edu¬ 
cational  and  career  opportunities 
and  benefits  available  through  ser¬ 
vice  with  the  new  United  States 
Air  Force.  • 

Major  Stevenson,  who  Is  In 
charge  of  the  USAF  program  in 
the  2nd  Air  Force  area,  said  to¬ 
day  that  young  men  desiring  to 
sign  up  for  Aviation  Cadet  Train¬ 
ing  or  for  Officer  Candidate 
Training  would  be  able  to  deter¬ 
mine  at  once  whether  or  not  they 
could  qualify.  He  said  that  the 
simplified  procedure  recently 
adopted  by  the  USAF  authorizes 
the  traveling  teams  to  give  all  the 
qualifying  tests  required  for  the 
course  except  the  final  pyhsical 
examination.  This  procedure,  he 
pointed  out,  eliminates  delay.  In¬ 
conveniences  and  expense  to  pros¬ 
pective  candidates  for  the  train¬ 
ing.  The  meeting  at  Maryville  will 
be  open  to  all  interested  young 
men  from  this  drea. 

School  authorities,  meanwhile, 
have  asked  Major  Stevenson  to 
act  ns  adviser  to  students  and 
other  interested  young  men  on  all 
phases  of  the  Aviation  Cadet  and 
Officer  Candidate  Training  Pro¬ 
gram 

The  USAF  recently  reopened  its 
Aviation  CadeL  Pilot  Training  pro¬ 
gram  to  qualified  civilians  in  order 
to  provide  airmen  to  man  the  high 
speed  fighters,  bombers  and  other 
aircraft  which  are  America's  first 
line  of  defense  in  the  fast  develop¬ 
ing  air  stage.  Both  the  Aviation 
Cadet  Course  and  the  program  to 
train  officers  for  USAF  ground 
duties  are  part  of  an  accelerated 
activity  to  provide  a  modern  and 
highly  skilled  air  arm  within  the 
Congressionally  authorized  person¬ 
nel  strength  of  400,000  men. 

An  Aviation  Cadet  who  success¬ 
fully  completes  the  twelfth  month 
training  course  in  modern  aircraft 
will  be  given  an  officer’s  commis¬ 
sion  in  the  Air  Force  Reserve,  with 
the  aeronautical  rating  of  pilot.  He 
will  then  be  assigned  to  active 
flying  duty  with  the  Air  Forces, 
agreeing  to  serve  three  years.  Eat^i 
Cadet  class  is  divided  into  three 
courses  of  approximately  four 
months  each.  Primary  and  basic 
training  are  given  at.  Randolph 
Field,  Texas.  Advanced  training 
is  taken  either  in  single-engine 
planes  at  Williams  Field,  Arizona, 
or  in  multi-engine  planes  at 
Barksdale  Field,  Louisiana. 

Admission  standards  are  high, 
Major  Stevenson  said.  Only  un¬ 
married  male  citizens  between  the 
ages  of  20  to  26',-j  years  are  eligible. 
Applicants  must  have  had  two  or 
more  years  of  college  or  be  able  to 
pass  an  examination  to  measure 
its  equivalent.  A  sound  physique 
and  excellent  character  also  are 
required.
